The New Year's Outlook. 


Wir 1875 opens, we believe, the brightest 
prospect that the American book trade has 
known for many years. We trust that those 
who, at the beginning of this year, so lacked 
faith as to the possibilities of reform, will not for- 
get to provide themselves with faith for the 
future, by drawing the contrast between then and 
now. One year ago, the American book trade, 
in a business which is of almost the dignity ofa 
profession, was, we may say, the most unorga- 
nized and demoralized in the country. A large 
proportion of its members believed that there 
was no hope of betterment in the future. Men 
had lost faith in their calling, and some of the 
best were being driven into other fields of work, 
because they could not earn really a living 
salary. The book trade had generally forsaken 
reasonable business principles, and were ener- 
getically engaged in cutting each other’s throats. 
The outlook, to judge by the past, was dark 
enough. There were those who believed that 
things would at last be righted, but for ourselves 
we must confess that, while we hoped, we 
feared that the reform, in whose ultimate success 
we thoroughly believed, was to be a matter of 
at least three years’ hard work, simply because 
the trade was apathetic. 

Well, every thing is not settled yet, but we 
are so near to assured success that we our- 
selves confess agreeable surprise. Instead of 
being the worst, the book trade is already one 
of the best organized in the country. The 
Convention at Cincinnati in February, chiefly 
of the Western trade, under Mr. Aston’s presi- 
dency, took the first actual step, and defined ad- 
mirably the theoretical principles of the reform. 
It aroused enthusiasm, provoked discussion, and 
gave an impetus to the movement without 
which the Put-in-Bay affair could never have 
been held. Thence Mr. Aston came East, and 
his action laid the foundation of the great ga- 
thering in July. The Put-in Bay Convention, 
at which the American Book Trade Association 
was organized, made the reform sure. The 
trade there gathered took a new sense of the 
dignity of its mission ; its members came to- 
gether in earnest and finally enthusiastic dis- 
cussion, got to know and like each other, 
and went home with a harmonized basis of 
action, right in principle and effective in prac- 
tice, on which the trade at large could work 
out its own salvation. From that proceeded 
the Western and the Central Booksellers’ As- 
Sociations, and the many local auxiliary organi- 
zations that now occupy most of the trade cen- 
tres, With the double motive of an enlighten- 
mn veal and the interests of the public 
sieeaiall sae the trade is now well 

’ e reform very nearly assured. 
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We have been at some pains to ascertain 
during the week, as far as could be learned 
from New-York experiences, what has been 
the result of the movement in the trade of 
1874. Of last year’s business in general we 
may say that it was much better than that of 
1873, and perhaps better than for some years 
back. The book trade sympathized of course 


by the Chicago fire, the Boston fire, and the 
panic, but in that of the present season it has 
shown most favorable comparative results. 
The number of books published in this coun- 
try seems to have been less, publishers being 
more cautious in their enterprises as well as in 
their credits; but what we want is not more 
books, but more good books. Those of the 
past year which are fairly entitled to this rank 
have sold remarkably well, and in many cases 
which we could name have run far ahead of 
the In other 
words, the American public is exercising a 


most sanguine expectations. 
critical faculty which assists in “ the survival of 
the fittest,” and has little favor for poor books, 
We trust our publishers will not fail to take 
the hint of concentrating their attention and 
resources on really strong books, and de 
clining to publish what is “ dead stock” the 
moment it comes from the press. This ten- 
dency is, we think, the business feature of the 
year. There seems to have been also a growing 
disfavor for mere picture-books, which many ex- 
perienced retailers state are difficult to move, 
standards being generally preferred for presents. 
In fact, most homes have room for only a limited 
number of table-books, and the country has al- 
ready been pretty well stocked with these huge 
volumes which do not belong in the book-case. 
This is a thoroughly healthful feeling, we think. 

To return to financial matters, the New-York 
trade reports a Christmas business ranging 
from 10 to 25 per cent more in quantity than 
last year, with much better prices obtained, 
while the fall business adds up in almost the 
same proportion. The public seems to have 
caught the spirit of the reform movement, and 
there has been a marked diminution in the cry 
for discounts. There has been considerable 
misunderstanding, in various quarters, as to 
how far the twenty per cent rule and other 
reform principles were in operation at current 
dates, but notwithstanding isolated cases of this 
kind, there has been much adherence to the 
rule, and if a customer or two or a casual trade 
has been lost by any particular house for the 
time, these houses themselves are the first to 
acknowledge that their business has been so 
much: better proportionately under the new au- 
spices as tocompensate many-fold for any such 
temporary losses—while there is but one opinion 
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in New-York as to the future. In brief, the re- 
sult of putting this rule into operation in New- 
York, so far as it has been done, has been such 
as to prove the strongest practical argument yet 
advanced for the Put-in Bay movement. Our 
correspondents in the trade have been so en- 
grossed during the past month with holiday 
business that we are unable to speak authori- 
tatively of the country at large, but we believe 
that wherever the rule has already gone into 
operation those who before had least faith have 
now the most. 

But we must look forward as well as back- 
ward. We do not hesitate to say that the year 
1875 is to be the crucial period of the reform. 
The righteousness of its principles and the ad- 
visability of its present methods are now 
accepted, we may say, by all the trade of the 
country, except the one house in Philadelphia, 
in which our friends disagree as to the latter 
point. We have faith that the business wisdom 
and ability which has built up so large a house 
will not fail the trade now, and that during the 
year the trade will have opportunity to see that 
this as well as other houses is for and not 
against it. But this is not the vital difficulty. 
The movement is already too strong to fail for 
any such reason, unless we greatly underesti- 
mate the strength and persistence of the Ameri- 
can trade. The turning-point of the movement 
is in the adjustment of relations and details, 
now that the general principle is so widely 
accepted. We have plenty of steam-power, but 
nice adjusting and careful oiling is needed to 
make an engine doits work. It is natural that in 
any great reforms of this kind there must follow, 
as necessary incidentals, misunderstandings, 
questions,—infinite matters for legislation and 
arbitration. The world was not made in a day, 
and the broad platform of the Put-in Bay meet- 
ing needs still much discussion and definition to 
make it effective in its minor workings. Our 
readers have already found this out from our 
correspondence columns. There is no doubt 
about the principles, but their practical applica- 
tion raises many problems. The Central Asso- 
ciation will, we believe, meet early in January, to 
discuss certain of these questions, and to leave 
no misunderstanding as tothe 20 per cent rule; 
and at the next convention of the national asso- 
ciation, whose date and locality is now being 
discussed, they will receive further definition. 
In the mean time, the trade need to exercise 
faith, wisdom, forbearance,—to see that the 
principle is sure for the future, and that diffi- 
culties of the present must be overcome. The 
work of the Committee on Book Fair, which 
meets immediately, will, we hope, have imme- 
diate practical fruit, and altogether we trust, by 
the end of this year, to find the practical effec- 
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tiveness of the reform as well assured, as at 
the end of the year past its principle has been 
generally accepted. 

As to our own work in the future, we have 
simply to say that it is our one aim and ambi- 
tion to make the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY as able 
and useful a representative of the book trade 
as our support will possibly permit. We should 
be ungrateful did we neglect to express our 
most hearty thanks for the unanimous and 
thorough-going appreciation which the trade 


-has given to the WEEKLY, especially as to its 


active part in the reform movement. It is our 
chief satisfaction in the history of this paper, 
that its agency in initiating and co-operating 
with this movement has in the first place been 
so effective, and in the second so generously 
appreciated. The many kind words which we 
have received, publicly and privately, from the 
trade at large and from its individual members, 
can never be forgotten. At the same time we 
must confess, for our own part, that we have 
never been satisfied with the PUBLISHERS 
WEEKLY. Representing the trade which rises 
nearest to the dignity of a profession, whose 
mission is only second to that of the teacher, 
in a country which, from its extent and the 
diffusion of education, should be the most im- 
portant book-producing country in the world, 
we hope some day to see the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY unexcelled by any trade journal in 
this or any country. We shall never be satis- 
fied with less. We believe that our plans are 
capable of realizing this aim, but it depends 
simply upon our pecuniary support how soon 
these plans may be carried out. 

Although we have had reason to be heartily 
grateful for the patronage accorded us under the 
existing state of things, we have yet been com- 
pelled to share in the general depression, and 
to restrict our reading matter, both in quantity 
and quality, simply to make “ both ends meet.” 
We mean to make the interests of the WEEKLY 
identical with the interests of all members of 
the trade, and in that purpose we ask of the 
trade two things. In the first place, it is to their 
interest that we should reach every bookseller 
and every library in the country, and we ask 
that early in this year each of our friends shall 
make a direct effort to see that the WEEKLY 
reaches every one that he knows. We have, of 
course, every live member of the trade upon 
our subscription list, but it is vitally important 
that every dealer, without exception, should 
be brought into vital communication with this 
new trade life, as we hope to bring every one 
whom we reach. The importance of making 
the trade a living, comprehensive organization 
can nut be overestimated, and we believe this 
to be a chief function of trade journalism. 
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Secondly, we ask that the trade shall extend | 
to us aliberal advertising patronage, on which | 
of course the growth, indeed the existence, of | 
the WEEKLY depends. We believe that this will 
pay them doubly—first, by its direct return ; sec- | 
ondly, by the increase of vitality in the trade | 
which a better trade journal is sure to inspire.

The Proposed Book Fair. 


BIRMINGHAM, CrT., Dec. 25, 1874. 


GENTLEMEN: As a constant reader of THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, I have been deeply in- 
terested in this trade reform movement. As one 
of the sufferers by the general demoralization 
of retail prices, | feel earnest and anxious to 
trace the progress of ideas looking towards the 
general amelioration of our trade evils. 

As a bookseller, I feel a sense of degradations 
at the measureless insults heaped upon us by 
the public who buy books. We are accused of 
receiving from 50 to 100 per cent discount on 
our wares, of imposing unscrupulously upon 
our patrons by asking retail prices, when it is 
‘generally known the publishers give off 25 to 
334 per cent to buyers of a single book, etc. 
So much of this complaint, however, has been 
detailed in your columns, that I do not desire 
to extend comments in that direction. I com 
municated my views upon the subject to Zhe 
Bookseller’s Guide some time before the initia- 
tion of this reform movement, and I was conse- 
quently gratified to hear the bugle-call all along 
the line, to see the ball in motion, and am now 
jubilant that it has made a thundering noise 
from Maine to Texas. It promises good things 
for the future ; therefore let all the booksellers 
in the land write to you and say “Amen / We 
are a unit in spirit and in action, and we will 
honestly help the reform, and be true to its 
laws.” 

Concerning the ideas of the trade about plans 
for the conduct of the “ proposed Book Fair,” 
I feel desirous of showing my interest, and re- 
sponding to your earnest request that the trade 
shall send in their views liberally. Asa small 
dealer I do not wish to be first to instruct my 
superiors, and consequently I feel like apolo- 
gizing for what I may write, so far as to assure 
my distinguished brethren that I offer nothing 
in egotism. 

I am a regular purchaser at the trade sales; 
my market is so small that I am obliged to dis- 
criminate closely in selecting books to buy, as 
many are offered four copies or more in a line, 
and while I would like one or two copies ; per- 
haps I do not purchase nearly so many books 
as I would like to make up an assortment, and 
the amount of my bills with the Messrs. Leavitt 
are not nearly so great as they would be could 
I. have access to other books of houses not 
represented in the sale. 

Presuming now that some plan may be de- 
vised whereby all the leading publishers shall 
contribute their lists to this fair, and a general 
invitation be served to the booksellers of the 
United States to come and select their goods, 
an inducement offered that shall appear to be a 
positive inducement to all judicious dealers ; 
that for alimited time the leading houses offer 
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the trade such quantities of books as they want, 
to be selected in one day or three weeks, with 
privileges of such stock as may be offered at 
auction, all to be included in one bill, with 
specified credit or a discount for cash in thirty 
days. And it seems to me I should hail the 
innovation with joy, that I should study the 
lists with care and enthusiasm, and come to the 
fair and buy up a liberal stock, and present a 
good bookstore at home, feeling assured that 
nobody could offer better discounts than I, 
Thus I could maintain dignity as a bookseller, 
and could reasonably expect to be supported 
thereby. 

I hope earnestly that you will be in receipt of 
very many plans for the organization of this 
Book Fair, and that when the committee come 
together to establish it, they will be prepared 
to intelligently incorporate the wants of the ma.

The Messrs. Lippincott’s Plan. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 26, 1874. 


To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly : 


Dear Sir: In the circular of Messrs. J. B. 
Lippincott & Co., printed in your issue of the Igth 
inst., there seem to be some things not- touched 
upon by your remarks, and as the compromise 
proposed deserves careful consideration, | 
venture to call attention to several points. 

In the first place, the recognition of the ne- 
cessity of the abandonment of underselling is 
so very recent and decided a change from the 
long-held and frequently-expressed views of 
Messrs. Lippincott & Co., that without desiring 
to speak at all invidiously, they are, perhaps, 
not just the ones to teach the methods by which 
it shall be accomplished to those who have had 
it at heart and have given it careful considera- 
tion for years. But passing this, why is it that 
this house feels compelled to differ from the 
rest of the trade, and to place themselves in an 
isolated position, and one antagonistic to the 
desired reform? It would be doing an injustice 
to the good sensé of Messrs. Lippincott & Co. 
to suppose that they withhold their consent to 
the reform for the purpose of preventing injury 
to the rest of the trade, who seem bent on doing 
this thing to their ruin. It can not be any such 
Quixotic benevolence that actuates them, and 
it must be only the sound business principle to 
take that course which is for the benefit of one’s 
own trade. But even if they fear some slight dis- 
advantage to their refai/ trade, why should they 
alone hesitate to take the trifling risk? They 
have large resources, and a very extensive job- 
bing and publishing business, while their neigh- 
bors here, who are very willing to run this risk, 
are all smaller houses, to many of whom the 
retail trade is important, and to some of whom 
it is all-in-all. 

The compromise that Messrs. Lippincott & 
Co. think “ the only practicable plan” to accom- 
plish the desired end, fails to touch the main 
grievances, if indeed it does any thing at all. 

It is to be noted that their circular would only 
fix a “maximum discount toall /oca/ buyers not 
in the trade,” so that while you, in New-York, 
and our friends in Boston, Baltimore, Chicago, 
and elsewhere, adhere rigidly to retail prices, 
with amaximum discount of 20 per cent, there 
would be nothing to prevent Messrs. Lippincott 
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& Co., or any other Philadelphia house, from 
filling retail orders from other cities at 20 per 
cent, 30 per cent, 40 percent, or at any discount 
whatever, even if bound to 10 per cent here. 
Messrs. Lippincott & Co. might not set out to 
undersell the trade of other places in this way, 
but there are some houses here not so honor- 
able, and it is not safe to bind them only as 
regards “ /oca/ buyers not in the trade.” 

And again, it is notclear as to the application of 
the proposed ro percent rule. Does it mean 
that on “new books” booksellers should be 
allowed to discount 10 per cent, and on old 
books any thing they think best? If this is 
the meaning, the step Messrs. Lippincott & Co. 
are ready to take is but asmall one indeed, and 
it would be interesting to know at what era they 
think the reform can finally be consummated. 
It could only be when all the books issued 
prior to January Ist, 1875, shall cease to finda 
sale. 

“ The way to resume is—to resume,” at least 
as far as the retail prices of books are concerned ; 
and when the whole trade of the country, with 
the exception of this one house, are united in 
urging such a course, it does not seem that 
Messrs. Lippincott & Co. can hope to satisfy 
them with “ gradual steps.” 

At present the success of the reform in this 
city, and therefore in the country at large, de- 
pends on the consent of our leading house.

In a review of Cincinnati markets for the 
year, the Cincinnati Commercial says : 

‘* The business of book publishing and selling 
has been fully maintained. The importance of 
this city as a book market is each year becom- 
ing greater. During the past year about 5,000,000 
copies of bound publications have been issued 
from Cincinnati presses. Its school books are 
distributed throughout the whole country out- 
side of New-England, and orders have been fill- 
ed during the year from foreign cities. As alaw 
publishing city it ranks the second in theUnited 
States. A peculiar feature of the year is, that 
while the publication and sale of school books 
have been fully equal to the preceding year, 
and that of law books greater than ever before, 
the production and sale of religious books, un- 
der the pressure of the financial disturbances of 
the year, appear to have diminished. The pa- 
per business of Cincinnati, which is a large one, 
has been somewhat unfavorably affected by the 
financial occurrences of the year, not that the 
financial soundness of the producers has been 
impaired, for there is probably no department 
of the manufacturing interests of our city and 
vicinity on a more substantial basis than that of 
paper, but jthat the producer and dealer have 
been compelled to contend with a declining 
market and its consequent disadvantages. Cia- 
cinnati is now the centre of a great paper inter- 
est. There are forty-one mills in districts adja- 
cent to this city that are represented here. The 
manner in which the business has developed in 
the Miami Valley is noticeable and important. 
We no longer depend upon distant localities 
for animal-sized and loft-dried papers. Two 
large mills, within less than fifty miles of Cin- 
cinnati, are now turning out ledger and writing 
papers that will bear favorable comparison with 
the production of any mill in the country.”
